Re claims 3, 5, 6, 14, 15, 24, 25-28, 34, 41, 42, 43, 48 a wiring pattern (304), a 
land (307), means a conductor (315) see Fig 4 
Re claim 4, see Rig 7. 

Re claims 22, 35 conductive paste (solder 309),
